Tbose o deciare the moral 
law at rogated by Christ nd it necessary also to 
asrert that the authority that abrogated the 
whole re-enacted at least nine-tenths of ail that 
was abrogated. as if by an after-thought He cor- 
rected an wadvertence in the abrogation. If 
the object was to throw out one of the ten unly, 
why was it not dove sveciiically, without the de- 
struction of the whole aud «a re-enactment of 
nine-tepthe of the whole? It may be that the 
abrogation idea finds nv specific proof of a spe- 
cific command, and tbe:efore is compelled to 
assert « goveral destiuction and then ciaim « 
pipé-euths resurrevtivn.

It denies the 
just restraints of the p: obivitury prevsepts of the 
law, and ignores the memo. ial of God's rest from 
H.s work. In this formal disowning of the let- 
ter of the law, ite vital power is practically set 
aside, and God's creatures separate taemselves 
trom God aod His authority, ani are practical 
Atbe'sts. 

Tue law in the second table has reference to 
man's social nature. II eujoins, as its first pre- 
cept, honor to the parents. the sources of the 
eaitb-life, aud ben protects the person in life, 
im persons! purity, iu property, in character. and 
against any inordinate desire by any otner for 
bis possesarions. Iuus. this table of the law 
covers ali personal :igbis and interests existing 
in man’s social nature. No-lawism dseowns 


them ail, ad  practicailv * that 
the cbild need not honor the pe and that 
there is po sip in killing, com — adultery, 


bearing false witaoess, aud covet ug. 
Thus all moral restraints are thrown off, and nu- 
maoity descends ti om its elevation in the scale 
of being, aad ww governed by auimal instincts, 
op the iow piane of auimal fe. In this tae 
point is reached, so impressively described by 
au ipepirec man of God. And even as they did 
not lise to retain Godin their huowledge, God 
gave tuem over to a reprobate mind, to do those 
thivgs which are not convement.” There is no 
more conscience for ein, fo: there is n law to 
bind the conscieuce. Such is tue legitimate 
fruitage of no-lawism in its application to man's 
voc al pature. 

The wora! sense of the Christian revolts at 
th s legitimate result, and sees to tec ver from 
it br the pi oposition that all was re-evacted by 
Christ, save ove item, and t is de- 
clarea to be Jewish, aud thus disposed of. 
This remedy is vot a relief, for the t- 
of the precept ieme ina, and a pew body bas to be 
rrovided forit.

Tue edict of Constan'ive in 321 gave n a civil 
law character, under the title of ** veneraole day 
of the suv,” and an evclesiastical character was 
given it by the counci: of Laodicea in A. D. 364, 
under the title of the Lord's Day.”

Ihe gsi.eries wil! remain as ther 
now are, except that more seas wiil be placed 
in them. be spac:ous iooms beveata the gal- 
leries will be subdivided iuto smaller apart 
ments to be used for the inquiry meetings. ‘Ihe 
deep corners ia the norchsast aud suvutheads 
parts of the building will be inclosed with parti- 
tions, as they have been found to injure the ad 
coustic properties of the room.

Ihe ady is represented at fall 
leogth, dressed in heavy black siik, with lace at 
the wrists and threat, seated in an arm-chair, 
on one aim of s bith the right band rests, waile 
a shawl is thrown ever the other, and a heavy 
carved table and a curtain complete the compo- 
sition, which is camied ont carefully in all the 
details. Tho pose is epirited, and the com- 
plesiou—a light bloude wich brown hair of 
redd.sh incliuation—is very clearly conveyed, 
light eyelashes and all, and is usbed guiie bs- 
yood the preecus custom ot the French 
evbool.

{} Writing from Brighton, Dec. 17, a correepond- 


ent t the London Daily News says: “Skating 
on wheels, advancing by leaps and bounds, like 
the commercial prosperity of Great Britain un-

Here, too, through the crowd 
come winding u long stricg of mules, laden 
with wood and stattering the foot-passengers 
on either side; a shepherd drives ina mixed 
flock of sheep and goats to the shambles; a 
sedate old Turk leads home by a cord an enor- 
mous black-faced, thick-fleeced, and very broad- 
tailed-ram ; an sraba, ladet Ligh with furaiture 
and drawn by builocks,. cree; s painiully along; 
perhaps six mals stagger under the weight of

long poles ; or two emartly-dressed porters carry 
a more brilliant attired Ranoum in a sedan- 
chair; and shoulderivg their way through the 
crowd With easy, patient steps, come two pairs 
of magniticens olack buffaloes, which have been 
pressed into the service of civilization. and beul 
coal daily for the neighboriog gasworks.

A dispatch states that the notorious BLaxcn- 
arp boy, who has been attempting to pass 
himself off as Caarcer Ross, has arrived 
home and ‘been recognized by his mother. 
There does not seem to be anything sarticu- 
larly bad about the boy, except that he is the 
most consummate liar of his age yet heard of 
in America. We do not know how New 
England mothers average nowadays in mat- 
ters of discipline; but the old-fashioned New 

England mother would have recognized that 
child with an application of birch, hickory, 

willow, and other choice New England woods, 
chat would have successfully taken the lie out 
of him. 

Germany is fast converting her silver cur- 
rency-into one of gold. The French coin 
received in payment of the indemnity has 
been melted and re-coined, and brought into 


circulation by the shipment of great quanti- 


ties of the olu silver abroad, mainly to India 
and China, which are both silver-sinks. A 
dollar, thaler, or shilling carried within their 
borders is apt to stay there forever. The 
change in Germany has been successfully car- 
ried through, though the original idea of an 
exclusively gold currency, with no admixture 
of silver, has been abandoned. The silver 
must be used for small change. 


Advices from Germany indicate that the 
reports of mismanagement, not to say pecu- 
lation, in the administration of the ‘‘ Military 
Invalid Fund,” which were telegraphed to 
this country some time ago, are unfounded. 
The denial is not as explicit as the original 
accusation, which specified a number of 
worthless stocks in which much of the money 
was said to have been invested, but it is cer- 
tain that the Government has great faith in 
the honest administration of the Fund, for it 
has voluntarily undertaken to pay an extra 
annual sum of 5,000,000 marks out of the 
revenue from it after next January. This 
makes it seem probable that there has been 
no departure, in this case, from the thrift 
and sagacity usually shown by the Germans, 
as individuals and asa nation, in their money

A devision which will be of considerable 
interest to members of the Board of Trade 
was rendered yesterday morning by Judge 
Woops, and is published in full in another 
column. It appears that B. F. ALLEN, President 
of the Cook County National Bank, undertook 
in September, 1874, to run a@ heavy speo- 
ulation in corn, using a member of the Board 
of Trade as his representative.

An Ottawa dispatch announces that the 
decision of the Supreme Court in che famous 
Aldermanic contempt case has been filed 
there, and that Judge WILIAus' finding has 
been reversed. The facts are briefiy as fol- 
lows: Toward the close of April Judge 
WittzaMs enjoined the Council from count- 
ing the votes cast at the special election held 
to detide whether the charter of 1872 should 
be adopted. Acting under the advice of 
Judge Dioxxr, Mr. Srorrzs, and the other 
counsel employed by the Mayor, the Council 
disregatded the injunction, canvassed the 
vote, Aud announced the result. Out of this 
grew the contempt proceedings, which re- 
sulted in a decision given by Judge Wr LAAus, 
June i, fining the counsel $300 each, and 
those Aldermen who took part in thé con- 
tempt 5100 each. An appeal to the Supreme 
Court was at once taken, and the action of 
the lover tribunal has been reversed. The 
ground on which the decision was based is 
that the injunction was absolutely void, and 
there éould consequently be nb contempt. 


As the Board of Trade holds its annual 
meeting to-morrow, and thus begins ab new 
year, % cannot do better than to make some 
good resolutions, and among these to recog- 
nize the fact that it is a public institution de- 
pending upon public patronage and public 
orders Ho buy and sell for the revenue uf en 
which # lives. It should be as public and as 
open as the courts. Its records of dafly re- 
ceipts ud shipments should be free to the 
press atid the public, for whose use they are 
kept, and it is the duty of the Board to direct 
such disposition of its records. It should 
also abélish the present Star-Chamber system 
of progpedings practiced by the Committees 
of Arlitration. They investigate cases of 
public interest, and the Board of Trade, the 
press, ahd the public have a right to know 
the nafare of the cases brought before them, 
the detiiils of the evidence, and the manner in 
which they arrive at their decisions. The 
Board M Trade, while it is a corporation of 
individßal members, is in no sense a close 
corpora@ion. It is dependent upon the pub- 
lic for iis revenue and its existence, not upon 
these individual members, and is just as 
much a public institution as banks, railroads, 
and courts. The best resolution the Beard 
of Tradé can make, therefore, in commencing 
its new Fear is to break up its Star Chamber 
and givé the public all proper ,access to its 
records and prooeedings.

THE DISINTEGRATION OF SOCIETY. 

The daily revelations of crime in all parts of 
the country ought to carry with them a seri- 
ous lesson for the consideration of society, 
and especially to those who hold posi- 
tions of leadership and act as guides to others, 
The distinctive bond which binds human 
society is confidence. There is an accepted 
moral standard recognized by all, and by 
which the duties and obligations of men 
towards one another and towards the whole 
community are defined and regulated. 
Human laws are enacted, not as a code of 
morals, but to prohibit and punish those 
who violate existing, accepted, and common 
principles on which the social compact rests. 
Thé assumption is, that all men will act 
honestly and in good faith towards each 
other, and human laws are enacted to re- 
strain and punish such exceptional cases as 
may rise when men will violate their obliga- 
tions‘ to their neighbors. Society rests for 
its peace, harmony, and very existence, on 
the confidence which each man and woman 
entertains in the fidelity and integrity of al! 
the other members. Without this confidence 
laws are idle, and there is no alternative be- 
tween anarchy and a government of force. 
Man in his rude state sleeps upon his arms; 
is never without the means of self-defense 
and of aggression; his relations towards 
his fellow men are the same as those 
he holds towards the wild beast: to avoid 
surprise and to take every advantage. Civ. 
ilized man goes unarmed, meets his fellow- 
man without distrust, and depends upon the 
general rectitude of the whole community. 
When in the course of time men lose this 
confidence; when each one looks upon his 
neighbor as a thief, and as dangerous to the 
common peace; when each man feels that 
all moral obligations have lost their force, 
and that to preserve his life, his liberty, his- 
property, and his rights, he*must depend on 
his own strength and force, then society be- 
comes disintegrated, its constituents fall 
apart, the unity is destroyed, there is no 
safety and no freedom, and absolute despot- 
ism steps in, and, out of the fragments, with 
the sword and the halter, compels a new or 
ganization, in which the masses are slaves 
and the rulers tyrants, 

We are about to close the first century of 
our national existence. The Republic was 
founded by pure men, and the strongest and 
most enduring law that bound them was the 
pledge of their lives, their fortunes, and their 
sacred honor,” to each other to maintain jus 
tice, to protect virtue, cultivate morals, and 
adhere to the standard of human integrity. 
This was the foundation of the American 
social system ; and how far have we adhered 

to it? 

The daily chronicles of passing events re- 
late oecurrences—not as such extraordinary 
violations of law as to excite general horror 
and detestation, but ascommon affairs happen- 
ing in the regular routine of social life, with- 
out which the daily paper would be tame and 
vapid. Murders and robberies, violence td the 
person and to property, are the natural re- 
sults of a want of social refinement, of 
brutal propensities, evil association; and the 
frenzy produced by strong drink. Ina land 


where the outcast criminals of the world may . 


find a refuge, more of such crimes may ooo 
than elsewhere without indicating any ge® 
eral corruption of society. But these are 
not the distinctive crimes of the hundredth 
year of our national existence. 

The crimes of this day are those more cal- 
culated to destroy the mutual confidence, 
which is essential to the preservation of so- 
ciety than murder or any other deed of per- 
sonal violence. They are crimes calculated 
to shake the very foundations of the whole 
social system, because they indicate a weaken- 
ing and destruction of all the moral obligations 
which each man owes to his neighbor and to 
society. Let us briefly name the crimes, 
once so exceptional as to become historical, 
and now common, Personal immorality of 
ministers of the Gospel, and the vehemence 
with which the offenders are defended and 
protected by their congregations, especially 
by the sex most exposed to licentiousness ; 
the growing disregard and common violation 
of the obligations of an oath, as instanced in 
the notorious perjuries of witnesses and 
suitors in courts, the open sales of verdicts 
by jurors, the corruption of the executive 
officers of the law; the wholesale turpitude 
exhibited in the records of | bankrupt 
courts; the universal disregard of official 
oaths by public officers in all branches 
of all kinds of government,—national, 
State, and municipal; the cultivation 
of the sentiment that appointed or elected 
officers are justified in using their offices to 
enrich themselves beyond their lawful com- 
pensation, and the other sentiment that 
there is no moral guilt in defrauding the 
Government in whatever way it may be done; 
that man’s duty to himself and his family is 
to acquire wealth, and that the successful 
acquisition of wealth obliterates all questions 
as to the manner and processes by which it 
was obtained. : 

The growth of these sentiments is wholly 
inconsistent with the preservation of indi- 
vidual and general morality. The sudden 
acquisition of wealth by a few, and generally 
by the violation of trust, falsification of 
sworn obligations, and other short cuts, has 
destroyed faith in the slower rewards of hon- 
est labor. Wealth is sought, not for high 
and noble purposes, but for display. 
riotous expenditure, lavish luxury in all 
manner of personal and household adorn- 
ments. Labor is humbled and degraded by 
the supercitious display which wealth can 
make. Oultivation, education, taste, and 
refinement are put aside to make room for 
ostentatious wealth. In the very churches, 
social caste is regulated by the price paid for 
pews, and tie back or cheaper pews are filled 
by Christian worshipers enviogs of the 
‘‘ style” which intervenes between them and 
the altar, aud of the wealthy hypocrites who 
go to God's church to be envied for their 
wealth, Young men atid young wonnen 


abandon the comparative drudgery and 
peaceful contentment of parental homes, 
and crowd to the city, where wealth is to be 
easily obtained. Instead of secking hon- 
est labor, they become adventurers (ending 
in the robbery of employers), defaulting 
clerks, and bedizened, jeweled, and feathered 
instigators of others to crime. The crimes 
of the day are betrayal of trusts, embezzle- 
ment, fraud, forgery, perjury, licentiousness, 
and all other crimes by which men and 
women can get money with which to live ex- 
pensively and luxuriously without labor 
and without industry. Confidence in the 
personal fidelity of men is well-nigh de- 
stroyed. The register of embezzlements and 
perjuries, of forgeries and betrayals, o get 
money without work, is daily enlarged by 
fresh names. It is the national crime, and is 
undermining society, because it corrupts and 
destroys every moral obligation which holds 
society together. 

Has the press done its duty in the face of 
this growth of immoralitf ? Has the Church 
done its duty? Has wealth had no corrupting 
influence on these organs of public morality ? 
Has the press subordinated public good to 
partisan success? Has the Church enoour- 
aged a sentimentality in favor of wealthy 
criminals? Has crime been made a poetical 
romance, instead of a publio horror? If so, 
let those who have contributed to that end 
bear the responsibility for the wreek of na- 
tional morality. 


A CONFEDERATE INSULT. 

The Washington dispatches intimate that 
the forty Confederate Brigadier-Generals in 
the House, together with their friends, have 
made an effort to blackmail the original Union 
element of the North, by declaring that they 
will not vote for the Centennial appropriation 
of $1,500,000 unless the Union members of 
the House agree to release Jerr Davis from 
his po'itical disabilities. The declaration of 
these Confederates is not merely a remark- 
able piece of impudence, but it is a gratuit. 
ous insult to the North, which should be 
promptly resented by every Union man, not 
only in the House, but also in the whole 
country. Their contemptible proposition 
not only should not receive a mo- 
ment’s consideration, but the Confederate 
blackmailers should be rebuked in a 
manner that they will always re- 
member. If it is expected of the 
North to restore Jerr Davis to his civil rights 
in order that he may come back to the Sen- 
ate and again be the Confederate candidate 
for the Presidency,—if loyal people are to ro- 
construct the very embodiment and malig- 
nant spirit of the Rebellion in the person of 
its representative man,—then let it be under 
stcod that it is to be done without terms or 
conditions of ‘any kind whatever; and, on 
the other hand, if a million and a half of 
dollars are to be appropriated for the benefit 
of the Centennial Exhibition, it must 
be done solely upon its merits as 
a national event, ig which the South 
should bear as much of the praise or 
blame as the North. The appropriation 
will have to be paid by the people of all the 
States according to their tax-paying capaci- 
ties. The general benefit or loss therefrom 
will accrue to the whole country. If the 
proposition to make the appropriation is not 
right, then vote it down at once. [If it is 
right, then make it without any conditions. 
Likewise, if Jzrr Davis is to be am- 
nestied, let it be done upon the general 
merits, or propriety, or expediency of the 
case, without any pecuniary condition. If 
he is to be restored to full citizenship, let it 
be understood that the people of the North 
are willing to overlook the fact that he vas 
the chief leader and organizer of the Re- 
bellion, the President of the Rebel Confed- 
eracy, aud the most malignant of all the 
Rebels in his hatred of the United States 
Government. Let it be understood that they 
are willing to forgive and forget the past, 
and amnesty Jerr Davis as a gift of free 
grace, if it is to be done. Let the Union 
men in the House inform these Confederate 
Brigadier-Generals that they are not pre- 
pared to sell amnesty for a moneyed oonsider- 
ation. Let them hurl this infamous attempt 
at blackmail back in their faces with the con- 
tempt it deserves. Let them be made to un- 
derstand that the North is not yet ready to 
barter away its belief in principle for the sake 
of a donation to a Centennial Exhibition. We 
cannot believe that there is a Republican in 
Congress who will be a party to this 
degrading barter. If there be such 
an one, he will be damned polit- 
ically, and onght to be morally and s- 
cially, for the rest of his life. We cannct be- 
lieve there is a Northern Democrat who will 
consent to it. If there be, he need never éx- 
pect re-election unless he lives in a district 
of Confederates and Copperheads. We are 
inclined to doubt whether Jerr Davis him- 
self, if he is possessed of the sentiments of 
honor attributed to him, will stoop to pur- 
chase or to accept his pardon on any such 
dirty terms. But, above all things else, the 
people of the North will look to their loyal 
representatives to resent this Confederate 
insult at once and effectively. 


FUTURE CITY TAXES. 
We think that, if the people of this city are 
true to themselves and to their own interest, 


they can at the April election elect a Common | 


Council composed of men who, without at all 
crippling the legitimate expenditures of the 


city, can reduce the annual taxes one million 


of dollars. During the continuance of the 
depressed condition of business throughout 
the country, such a reduction is not only neo- 


essary as a relief to tax-payers, but is of | 


itself a measure of wise policy. 

This reduction will be easy, because in 
many respects the great public improvements 
necessary to public’ health and comfort have 
been completed. In 1860, the City of Chica- 
go was aroused to a knowledge that it had 


passed beyond the village existence, and that |. 


with a population of 109,000, steadily increas- 
ing, it was necessary to prepare for a large 
metropolis. The city was built upon ground 
hardly above the level of the lake and ad- 


mitting of no baements. The streets had 


therefore to be raised up to admit of 
sewerage and to afford dry basements to 
buildings, and these raised streets had 
to be sewered and paved, and new water- 
pipes laid to take the place of the pipe- 
stems which had been put down before. Our 
system of sewerage was incomplete, our 
water-supply insufficient and exposed to 
many dangers, and frequently subjected to 
the poisonous mixtures of the river. The 
Chicago River itself had become a horrible 
ditch, threatening the health of the whole 
people. We had but few bridges, and they 
were wooden, and we had notunnels) The 
Bridewell was a reproach to civilization. 
From 1860 to the close of 1870, we 
expended, in addition to all the mdney 
raised by taxation, nearly $12,000,000, which 
is now represented by our bonded debt, 
in putting the city in a condition to be habit- 
able by the vast population whieh was rush. 
ing here. Chicago Las now a magnificent 


| and extended system of sewerage, which af- 


fords good and sufficient drainage to nineteen- 
twenticths of the houses in this city, and to 
a large area of territory now unoccupied. All 


| the streets which were below grade have been 


raised, and the city is now extended to the 
high land, which requires no grading. Street 
improvements have been pushed exten- 
sively, and now, when such work is 
needed, property-owners find it cheaper 
to have the work done without the interven- 
tion of the city. The city has thus been lifted, 
and is now on a level sufficient to furnish 
ample drainage. The foul. river has been 
measurably purified by the canal improve- 
ment, and this year the Fullerton avenue 
conduit will furnish the means of clearing 
the North Branch. Practically, this great 
sanitary work, costing nearly $4,000,000 in 
all, is now complete. We have increased the 
number of bridges, and substituted iron for 
the old wooden structures, and have com- 
pleted the two tunnels under the river. The 
water establishment has been enlarged and 
extended. We have nowtwotunnels under the 
lake, and one extended under the city to the 
far southwest. During the present year the 
new pumping-works will be completed and in 
operation. In the meantime, our water-de- 
livery has been largely extended. Three-foot 
pipes have been laid down encircling the city, 
furnishing an inexhaustible supply to all the 
other pipes. We have now within a few 
hundred feet as many miles of pipe laid 
as has New York; no more than an ordinary 
expenditure for this purpose will be required 
annually hereafter, and this, as well as the 
whole water Mebt, will be taken care of by 
the revenues of that department. 

Our Fire Department, with the increased 
protection of an ample supply of water, is 
now as large as will be needed for many 
years; and, with the improvement in the 
discipline and character of the police, no 
additions to that force will be demanded. 
We have an excellent Building law, an effi- 
cient Fire Department, and an ample supply 
of water, all affording such protection against 
fire that the rates of insurance have been, 
and can be still further, reduced. The cost 
of building the City-Hall can be covered by 
the sale of unproductive property of the city, 
and therefore will require no taxation for 
that purpose. 

We have alarge amount of unpaid taxes, 
which the next Legislature will unquestion- 
ably provide the legal means of collecting, 
and with the proceeds the floating debt can 
be discharged. The expenditures for public 
improvements hereafter can be confined to 
the ordinary extensions required to keep pace 
with the growth of the ‘city. Many of the 
items in the $5,000,000 tax-levy of 1875 were 
for extraordinary purposes, to finish up the 
work of rebuilding made necessary by the 
fire. Hereafter these can be dispensed with, 
and the new Common Council, if composed 
of the right kind of men, can readily reduce 
the tax-levy of 1876 by at least $1,000,000.

THE BOOKS OF 1875. 

The year that has just passed has been a 
bad one for Eastern publishers. One large 
house has failed, and another has been tem- 
porarily embarrassed. The Chicago houses, 
on the other hand, have been less affected by 
the general depression. There has been a 
marked decline in the number and importance 
of Eastern publications, and an advance in 
both respects here. On the whole, the year 
has not been marked by many literary mile- 
stones, but a review of what has been done 
on the seaboard and here will be of value. 
We confine ourselves exclusively to books 
which have received the imprint of an Amer- 
ican publisher. 

In pure literature, the five most nofable 
books have been Tennrson’s Queen Mary,” 
Lonore.tow’s Masque of Pandora,” Joa- 
quin Mumme Ship in the Desert,” Exer- 
son’s Letters and Social Aims,” and the 
novel by Henry James, Jr., Roderick Hud- 
son.” We have, besides, Stzpman’s “ Victo- 
rian Poets, Dr. Hotianp’s poor and popu- 
lar *‘ Sevenoaks,” Rosert Browntno’s Inn 
Album,” Ruwwron’s translation of “ Grazi- 
ella,“ and books by Barazp Tartosz, Jura 
Hawrnonw, B. F. Tarom, and Maroarer 
J. Preston. 

The historical record is fuller. It contains 
CALs misleading ‘‘ Early Kings of Nor- 
way,” Darms History of the Conflict 
Between Religion and Science, another vol- 
ume of Krvotaxz’s History of the Crimean 
War,—e volume that tells the story of a 
single battle,—the tenth volume of Ban. 
crort’s History of the United States,— 
which brings that tedious author about 
to the point where the United States began 
to have a history,—three volumes of H. H. 


. Bancrort’s admirable ‘‘ Native Races of the 


Pacific Coast,” and two of the Count pr 
Parts’ History of the American War.“ For 
details of the whole which the Count writes 
about, we have Sxerman’s Memoirs,“ 
Borwron’s ** Shéerman’s Historical Raid,” Vay 
Horne’s Army of the Cumberland,” Dov- 
BLEDAY's ‘‘ Reminiscences of Fort Sumter,” 
and Cannon’s pamphlet on the Monitor-Mer- 
rimac fight. Olassing biography as history, 
we count as the two most important works 
Cam Fraxcis Apams’ memoirs of his 
father, and Forsrzz’s Life of Swift,” which 
is less of a biography of Foxsrer than 
most other works by this author. 
ton has published none of his bio- 
graphical novelettes, but has written « 
lecture on the Centennial Congress of 3 
hundred years ago, and is understood to have 
been busy on his forthcoming Life of 
Voltaire.” 

In travel and adventure, the especially 
noticeable book is Barnes ‘ Ismailia,” 
though Roveseier’s “India and Its Native 
Princes” may perhaps be placed in this 
category, and Caton’s ‘“‘ Summer in Norway” 
has much valuable information for the tray- 
eler as well as the naturalist. 

The art publications have been chiefly 
periodical, but Janvzs’ Japanese Art,”

Religious literature has consisted

All the officers of the Board, with one 
exception, are well aware that their official conduct is 
open to criticism, and that humanity is always dis- 
posed to criticise most severely when there is an ap- 
parent attempt at concealment, 

A paregraph in the commercial columns of Tus 
TRiscne of Saturday should have read that an offer 
to do the work of Secretary here for Ave times a’ much 
as $80 per month was thrown under the table, etc. 

Somebody would seem to have struck a bonanza, 
We hear of a car-ioad of wheat sent from Milwaukee 
to Chicago, put through the cleaning-mill here, and 
sent hack to Milwaukee, 

So much has been said about the relative value of 
iasre tion in Chicago and Milwaukee that a member 
of the Board of Trade has taken the trouble to collect 
the following facts:

The above shows that in November the wheat was 
favored in Milwaukee more than in Chicago, while 
the contrary seems to have been the case in Decem- 
ber. Of the whole, ll cars inspected here as No. 2 
were passed as No. 3 in Milwaukee. 

The leading produce markets were rather more 
active on Saturday, and generally firm, though there 
was no important advance except in corn, The vol- 
ume of shipments of produce has recently increased, 
and those of corm have nearly equaled the receipts 
during the past week. The continued mild weather 
is sti unfavorable tothe movement of produce in 
the country. 

There was a light movement in dry goods at nomi- 
nally steady prices. Groceries were in good demand 
for the season, and for most lines the market pre 
serves a fairly steady tone, Prices of coffee stil] show 
a lack of stability, but for other articles in the list val- 
ues appear to be ons firm basis. There were no un- 
portant new features in the butter and cheese mar- 
kets, a fair demand existing at well sustained prices. 
The dried-fruit trade was fairly active, with but few 
fluctuations in prices, Turkey prunes eased off u, 
and layer raisins were offered a trifle lower, with 
which exceptions the tenor of values was steady. Fish 
remain quiet as previously quoted. Prices of leather, 
bagging, paints, and oils remain as before. 

The hog market was active and steady at Friday's 
quotations, sales making st 83.07.50 for common to 
fancy—the bulk at 67.07.20 for packing grades, The 
fresh receipts were 17,000, and forthe week 18,094.

Lumber was in moderate demand. the lower grades 
which are principally inquired for, being steady, The 
demand for iron and steel was fair for the winter sea- 
son, and the quoted rates were generaily adhered to, 
Nails were quoted easy at 13.00 per keg, 
There were no changes in the ‘alt, 
wool, hop, broom- corn, hay, or hide markets, Flax 
and clover seed were in fair request and firm, while 
other seeds were quiet and unchanged. Green fruits 
in condition were steady, while soft packzges, of 
which there was a large stock on the market, were 
selling at irregalar prices. Potatoes were very dull. in 
fact hardly imquired fur on the street, as the city ro- 
taiiera, who neglected to supply themselves in the fall, 
are kept in stock by the neighboring farmers, Poultry

The Part the Hamdoe Plays in 
Chinese Justice, 

John M. Francis writes from Shanghai to 
bis paper. the Troy Times, an interestiag se- 
count of his observations among the Culoese. 
Ove of bis most interesting experiences was a 
visit to the Chivese court, where a magistrate 
was dispensing justice to crimioais, Prisoners 
who were arraigued prostrated themselves 
uoon their koees before bim. and were 
allowed to make their statement iu seit- 
defense. The magistrate only ¢xaminod 
prisoners and witnesse+; no form of oath 
„s employed. The cases were rapidly disposed 
of; some were discharged, others were sen- 
tevced to imprisonment for svecified terms. One 
fellow, who had stolen 24 cents, was sentenced 
to receive 200 blows with the bamboo. and to be 
maracied and kangued in a public street for 
four weeks. Then a man was brought up 
charged with stealing some clothing. The gar- 
menis were found ia bis possession. *A pro- 
fessional and confirmed thief,” said the mag- 
istrate. The man made his statement avon 
bis knees, and begged for mercy. Toe 
magistrate sentenced bim to be bambooed at 
once iu the court-room, with 300 blows well laid 
ou, and to be manacled for six weeks. The court- 
crier made preciamation in loud, strill tones, 
acd four lictors at once came forward bearing a 
bamboo stick, Tue mao was taken by the lictors, 
placed upon the floor, face downward. stripped of 
bis pantaloong his blouse bot being removed. 
Oue bed him by the veck, another placed a 
foot upon bis back, another swung the bam- 
boo stick, bringing it down upon the upper part 
of the prisouer’s thighs, each time — 
vigorously in doe place acroes bot legs, an 
counting each bow. ‘The lictors took turns in 
their work, each one striking twenty blows, woen 
there was a lest of a few seconds to change off. 
The prisoner's countenance withered with the 
torture, but it was not until over 200 biows nad 
been delivered, aud eweilings bad buuched ap 
more thao a tuud of an inch on the legs, that be 
began to cry out with pain. ‘The magistrate 
fcequent!+ commanded the lictors to strike 
nar der and harder. and at the last the man was 
vearly exhausted from suffering.

Tus TRisons is 
no a imirer of the dramatic company at McVick- 
er’s Theatre. or of the obstivate adherence of 
the management (o by-gone customs; but it de- 
eires to correct the opivions recorded above, 
which prevail quite generally. Mr. McVicker 
as certain notions for which he deserves credit. 
He sims to have a respectable theatre. His 
compauy may be composed of sticks. but they 
are respectable sticks. We do uotknow whether 
the people of Chicago consider this quality 3 
* recommendation to public favor or not. It cer- 
tainly shouid be. But, in New York, companies 
Which are made up almost entirely of dis 
reputable meu atd women are well patronized: 
‘ibe people, perhaps, cus er that the private 
lives yf the persuns o catet co their smuse- 
ment are not to be taken into tue account.

MeVicker deserves * gratitude for seep ng 
his company above :eproacy in its private char- 
acter, even thongb be has a!lowed 1%, iu its pub- 
lic capaci.y, to fal far be ow the standard of per- 
fectiou. Auother respect in whicu McVicxer's 
Theatre ts wor.hy of prame is he stage-manage- 
ment. The plays ae aliens well mounted, 
aud there iw nosbere evident at tha 
eod of the theat.e any desire to save 
money that sbould be spent. if 
the virtues of the theatre were stronger, the 
story sould be longer; but the cataiogue is al- 
reaay exlausted.

edly. 

What he did ascertain was to the effect that 
this concern did not despise the day of little 
things ;” that its proprietors believed in goitg 
slowly, and in making — 1 Mo fast as they 
could safely. Tha revenue law piovides that 
quantities of hquor

put upon the market shall not be required to 
bear a stamp. This provision, whic) a parent- 
ly bears ouly upon the sale to and by druggists, 
has been perverted by the distillers in question 
sO 88 o cover a conrsiderablo amount 
of fraud—small in the particular, but 
aggregating prot:y well in the, matter of profits to 
tho person committiug it. The distiller ia ques- 
tic n. in conversation a few days ago, bofore the 
seizures, said that he did nt believe that the 
Govotumen cou'd ever dc tect h.m in any irregu- 
larities. He had, he said, always compiied with 
the !aw as far as anvrbody could comply with it, 
and he confided to his friend that he had never 
bought but one Gauger. He did not bo- 
lieve. that it was worth while to go 
into this crcoked business largely. be- 
cause be thoight he would be needlessly 
imperihog his property, and therefore he made 
it bis business to run off a few galions extra 
daily, varying in his distillery from 20 gallous to 
two or three barrels, and rarely running over the 
medium between these two, Having gotten 
this whisky on hand. be never trusted it to but 
cne man, and that individual took the crooked 
stuff fcom the wine-room, by a process which 
will be more cleagiy explained on the trials, aad 
got it into tue rectifier’s vats. In order to, 

PUT THIS WHISKY SAFELY ON THE MARKET, 
the gentieman in question cultivated the retai] 
trade, some:imes called the bottle trace, aud. 
again, named the jng trade, the essential points 
of which are that the person buving whisxy, al- 
cohol, or other product, comes with bis own jug 
or bottle, and takes away small quantitios, Iu 
bis way the gentleman stated that he had been 
al le to dispose of ail the product that he had 
n ad oder and above that on which be had paid 
the tax. He did wot telieve that the profits 
were very large, but he was thoroughly 
convinced of the beauties of this method, be. 
cause whatever proſite were made were kept to 
Limse:f. He claimed that he had never paid any 
large sums of money to anvbody for any steal 
ages; he had put them to his on account. In 
this way he said that he had made more thantie 
large houses which had run, as the saying is, 
wide-open, and had been obiiged to divide not 
only wiih the Storekeepers and Gauzers, but 
also with the politicians. This private couversa- 
tion, which was reported to the writer, in- 
dicated tbat the gentleman had never 
paid moro than $100 at atime to any man for 
participatioa in the miner frauds which he had 
carried op, and that 8100 went to a very obese 
Gauger. who bas been at times accured of run- 
ning away, and of tui ning State's evidence.

seen that the testimédny of Golsen, which 
has not yet been conciuded, is one of the chief 
azencies in overthrowing the Chicago e:fcle. 
Gulseo stated Fr.day night, after he had come 
out of the Grand Jury 1oom, thas he had given 
axavy four distillericsn, and it was well 
known that his testimony again*t other places is 
boi less conclusive than that given on that day. 
This being the case, it is fair to enopose that a 
numder of indictments besides those against 
politicians will be returned into cou.t this week. 

The Grand Jury have shown adegree of ease 
and caution in their mgvemeuts which is emi- 
pently satisfactory to themselves aud to no one 
else.

COTTON. 


The Season’s Crop. 

Wasntycrow, D. C., Jan. 8.—The statisticians 
of the Department of Agriculture bave com- 
pleted the compilation of the official returns for 
the past month, and find correct the general 
assumption of lower yield of lint in proportion 
to seed cotton. Ouly Arkaneas and Texas re- 
porta larger proportion than in 1874. The At- 
lautio States, which bave previously made low 
estimates of aggregate production, all return a 
smalicr yield ot lint to seed in compaiison with 
the previous crop, and none of them over 30 
pounds to each 100 pounds of reed. The 
avorago decreaso in all tho States is 4 
per cent. Tbis reduction is attributed in most 
cases toexcessive moisture and resu!tant umper- 
fect devolopmont of the boll, and in some to the 
effects of early drought in preventing full matu- 
rity. Coton growa m ficlds heavily dressed 
with commercial fertitizers is found to bave 
greater procortionate development of seed than 
of tint. The average quality of fibre ie -ome- 
what Jower than last year. Arkansas and Texas 
furnish the only exceptions to this statement, 
though the avere depreciation is slight in 
Lousiana and Alabama. It greatest in 
Mississippi and Atlantic States. The proportion 
of the crop gathereion the Ist of December 
was 90 per cent, reported as follows: Nerti 
Carolina, 89; South Carolina, 95: Florida, 93; 
Georgia, 92; Alabama, 87: Mississippi, 75; 
Louisiana, 83; Texas, 94; Arkansas, 76; Ten- 
pesee, 78. 

In an analys's of the monthly cotton * 
of the season the average condition from June 
to October ia made 03!¢ per cent, against 83 in 
game period of i1s/4% This wold indi- 
cate a crop of about 4400,00 bales, 
vith an egually favorable autumn and 
an equal proportion of hot Toe 
less of 4 per cent in the yield of lot makes 
red uo ion 176,000 bales, and the difference in 
maturiag and gatneriug since October points te 
a further reduction of 2 to 4 per cent, witb a 
margin of 100,000 bales for contingencies after 
tbe tirat week in December. The season's re- 
ports, taken together, indicate a crop of not lees 
than 4,050,000 bales, nor more than 4,150,000.

JUDICIAL REORGANIZATION. 

Special Iiepateh The Cu 100 l ridunes, 

Wasurnoton, D. C., Jan. 8.—An important 
bil bas been introduced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives by Mr. McCrary, of Iowa, to reorzan- 
ine the judiciary of the Uniiel States, Tue 
purpose of the measure is to facilitate the ad- 
ministration of justice inthe Fedeaal Courts 
This is a reform imperatively demauded. The 
business of the Supreme Court is fully two years 
in arrears, and is constantly increasing. There 
are over 800 upon the docket now awaiting con- 
sideration. Mr. MeCrary proposes a pian bv 
which both the Circuit and Supreme Courts can 
be relieved without ‘creating new offices, and 
yet the right of appeal be preverved. 

THE INVESTIGATIONS. 

The oldest Congressmen predict that the in- 
vestizations which have beeu begun ia ths 
Hose will result in wo advantage to the Demo- 
cratic party.

THE EXECUTION OF HENRY WAINWRIGHT.

Yesterday morniog at 8 o'clock Henry Walu- 
wright suffered death at the hands of the com- 
mon hangman iu aronement fer uis crime. It is 
unnecessary now to recapitalate the shocking 
details which successive exbaustive inquiries

ie, therefore, sufficient | 
nothing occaced since the death sentence was 
passed to induce the authoritues in the sh¢hteat 
degree to moaify their opinion that Honry Wain- 
wright was the mu:derer of the unhappy woman 
Harriet Lane.

Wainwright retired on Moodsy night at 11 
o'clock, and slept well uotil 6:30 on ibe follow- 
ing morning, At that hour he bad an interview:

State's Attorney Reed Closes for 
the Prosecution.

They Are Divided Botween Hanging 
and Imprisonmcnt, 


O'BRIEN. 
CT.OSiNG FOR THE DEFENSE. 

The trial of Davis for the murder of Wur- 
land was again resuxced before Judge Rogers in 
the Criminal Court yesterday worning. There 
was a tremendous crowd, and the Buail.ff+ had 
iberr hands full in endeavoring to preserve 
order. 

Mr. W. W. O’Brien orened the proceedings by 
commericing the elo g speech for the de:ense. 
His firet remarks were slow aud low toned. but 
he gradually. warmed up, and spoke with great 
veb+mence. He made, at tne ourset, 
some allusions to the mode of procedure 
adopted by the counse! for the prosecution, es- 
pecially as to the summoning of ext erta. He 
reviewed the evidence en both sides, and seid 
that the only deduction tuat could be made was 
that Davis was, uadoubtedly, subject to 

SPaSMODIC FITS OF INSANITY. ö 
The barden of the proof was with the prosecu- 
tion, not the defense. The State’s Attorney and 
his confrere had to prove that Davis wes of 
sound mind. He knew that there was a deep- 
seated prejadice against what newspapers termed 
„the iusavizy dodge.” Already the press and & 
portion of the citizens of Cuicago bad clamored 
for the life of the prisoner at the bar, consti- 
tuting themselves Judge and jury without war 
rant of law. They cried out about the in- 
sanity dodge,“ when all the world knew that 
there were thousands, if not millious, of luna 
tice in existence, all exhibiting madness in a 
greater or lesser degree. Some were crazy all 
tbe time. Others had what were called lucid 
intervals.” Others again, like the prisoner, 
were ouly spasmodically insane; that ts, they 
were sane oftener than they were the reverse, 
But the fact that a man was sane yesierday, was 
bardly confirmatory of bis sanity to-day ; aod 
the fact of his being inaave to-day was no guar: 
a tee that he would not be mal to-morrow. The 
defense claimed that Davis was insane when he 
murdered Whyland ; they had established the 
fact by conclusive evidence, tuch as no jury 
could conscientiously disregard, aud there was 
not a sidgle thing brought forward by the prose- 
cution, except the assertion of connsel. to show 
tnat Davie was not insane whea Whylaod fell by 
bis hand. 

Mr. O’Brien then entered into the details of 
tho case at great leogth, reviewing the evidence 
given by the prosecution ina very vituperative 
manner, being especially severe on Dr. Sawyer,

For the People, the jury were instructed as to 
what murder consisted of, according to the legal 
definition,—-the Kling of a human being by 
anotber with malice aforethought, or premed- 
itaddon of an abandoned and meligoant heart. 
Drunkenoess was no excuse for murder in the 
eve of the law, and insanity must be fully 
proven. It should pe shown that the accused 
did not kaow the difference between rizht an 
wrong whem the act was committed. 0 

If the prisoner was subject to fits and yet was 
gane tu the intervals between the attacks, the 
fact of bis Being subject to ite formed vo justi- 
fication, aud the jury were bouud toccnv.ct lum. 

If the jury considered that the | rwoper dran: 
volartariy until be became drunk aud murdered 
Wuvland, drnukeuness could pot excuse the 
crime, and they were bound to convict. 

For the defandant, the Court instructed the 
jury that the prisoner was bela not guilty, 
under the plea, until the contrary was full 
proven. 

It they did not consider that, on the evidence, 
the contrary “as so proven, they were Louud to 
acquit the gecused. ; 

he Court instructed the jury tbat suspicion 
of guilt was not suiicient to justify conviction. 
The jaw did not autboiize tiem to hunt for 
doubts. 

Murder, to de called such, must be proceeded 
and accompanied by malice implied or expressed. 
While drunkenness was wot justification for 
murder, it was not an aggravation of the crime. 

The jury, on the question of insanity, should 
take into account the past history of Davis, lis 
sickneas: fits, etc. Ihe belief or sn*picion that 
be was sane when the homicide was committed 
was not sulicient to convicc. They bad no r.got 
to cisreg -d the evidence in the case. 

Tue jury were insiructed that the conversa- 
tions reported by witnesses to have taken piace 
bet den Whyland and Davis were to be taken 
with caution. No question of the prisoner's 
character previous to the commission of the

| funda for the Soctety say there is at the Home a 
| sewing department and a musical department, 
but there is neither one or the other. 
Secth—That the Ladies’ Bureau is in reality an 
| intelligence office, and is paid $1 for every case 
of employment furnished, and that the labor 
| thus furnished is of the kind that is supplied by 


all intelnigence offices.—from persons out of em- | 


ployment who go to such places in search of it. 

| Seventh—That the Society's reports read, 
| “duriag the month homes and employment 
_bave been furnished eignty-one women,” and 
| because it professes to have a large number of 
| jomates at the Home, to farnish employment to 
a large number, and to do a wore for women 
that it does not do, it begs $300 to $400 per 
month from the public. 

Eighth—That the members of the Society have 
become so fen there are but three or four ladies 
interested.

THE BROOKLYN SCANDAL. 


Will Moulten’s Suit Against Beecher 
Be Tried} 
New York tribune, Jan, 7. 

It was stated last night that the suit brought 
by Francis D. Moulton against Mr. Beecher for 
damages on account of alleged malicious prose- 
ontion, cannot be maintained, and that it will 
never come to trial. An examination of the 
statutes, in the opinion of many lawyers, shows 
that where a nolle proseqni has been en- 
tered on an indictment against any person, 
that person cannot claim damages, as the nolle 
is a recognition and acknowledgment of the m- 
nocence of the accused. It is probable that Mr. 
Shearman, whois Mr. Beecher’s attorney, will 
serve upon Mr. Moulton’s couasel, on Jan. 17, a 
demurrer instead of an answer, in which it will 
be claimed that there is no cause of action, asa 
nollie prosequi has been entered on Mr. Moulton's 
indictment by the District-Attorney, and that 
that debars the plaintiff iu the suit against Mr. 
Beecher from proceeding further. The argu- 
ment of this point will probably not be heard 
until March, aod the trial of the main issue will 
thus be deferred indefinitely, if not prevented 
from ever taking place. A decision in favor of 
the defendant in the demurrer would of course 
end the whole case.
